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Introduction

kThis  resource  list  stems  from  a  growing 
'concern  that  recognition  be  given  in  the 
curriculum  to  the  roles  of  girls  and  women 
in  Canadian  society  and  the  world  at  large, 
and  to  the  contributions  they  have  made  to 
society  in  general.  This  bibliography  pres¬ 
ents  a  list  of  learning  resources  aimed  at  fa¬ 
cilitating  Primary,  Junior,  and  Intermediate 
Division  studies  in  this  area. 


The  compilation  of  the  present  guide  was  a 
co-operative  undertaking.  With  the  finan¬ 
cial  support  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  a 
special  committee  of  the  Federation  of 
Women  Teachers’  Associations  of  Ontario 
gathered  to  review  and  list  books,  films, 
and  other  learning  materials  that  focussed 
on  the  roles  and  contributions  of  girls  and 
women,  in  Canada  and  elsewhere,  from  a 
contemporary  and  historical  perspective. 
The  other  O.T.F.  affiliates  -  L’ Association 
des  enseignants  franco-ontariens,  Ontario 
English  Catholic  Teachers'  Association,  the 
Ontario  Public  School  Men  Teachers’ 
Association,  and  the  Ontario  Secondary 
School  Teachers’  Federation  -  were  then 
invited  to  send  delegates  to  meet  with  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Federation  of  Women 
Teachers’  Associations  of  Ontario  in  order 
to  validate  and  enrich  the  bibliography  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Federation  of  Women 
I  eachers’  Associations  of  Ontario  Commit¬ 
tee.  The  publication  of  the  completed  re¬ 
source  guide  was  undertaken  by  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Education,  Ontario.  A  similar  list  of 
French-language  materials  is  being  pre¬ 
pared  by  I’Association  des  enseignants 
franco-ontariens  and  will  also  be  published 
by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 


All  of  the  materials  listed  here  were  care¬ 
fully  examined  before  being  included  in  the 
resource  guide.  Books,  films,  and  other 
learning  materials  were  studied  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  ensure  that  they  were  free  of  sex- 
role  stereotyping,  in  keeping  with  the 
current  evolution  of  ideas  on  this  subject. 
Because  the  acceptability  of  some  items 
may  vary  from  community  to  community, 
final  acceptability  must  be  determined  at 
the  local  level.  Teachers  are  therefore  urged 
to  examine  carefully  all  materials  before  in¬ 
troducing  them  for  student  use. 


Apart  from  material  that  may  be  consid¬ 
ered  as  suitable  for  teacher  reference,  items 
have  been  classified  into  three  main  areas 
of  the  curriculum:  Communication,  the 
Arts,  and  Environmental  Studies. 


Because  the  committee  compiling  the  re¬ 
source  guide  wished  to  give  maximum  as¬ 
sistance  to  teachers,  the  bibliographic  de¬ 
scription  includes  special  notes  on  some  of 
the  books  listed. 


Prices  were  verified,  wherever  possible, 
early  in  1976,  but  are  susceptible  to  change. 
In  many  cases  a  discount  may  be  applied  to 
the  list  price  shown  for  the  hard-cover 
(trade)  edition  of  a  book.  Where  a  special, 
reinforced,  or  library  edition  is  available, 
the  discount  has  been  deducted  and  the  net 
price  is  shown.  The  publisher  of  the  soft- 
cover  edition  of  a  book  is  indicated  in 
brackets  if  the  publisher  differs  from  that  of 
the  hard-cover  edition. 

Where  possible,  the  Canadian  agent  for  a 
book  originating  outside  of  Canada  is  indi¬ 
cated  in  the  Source  Directory.  In  the  case  of 
16  mm  films,  the  name  of  the  Canadian 
distributor  is  given  in  the  bibliographic 
description.  Because  phonograph  records 
are  normally  purchased  through  retail 
dealers,  the  names  and  addresses  of 
manufacturers  and  distributors  do  not 
appear  in  the  Source  Directory.
